Pedestrians: Downtown plaza a tripping hazard

A stroll through the plaza in 
front of Borough Hall is no walk 
in the park — it’s more like a trip 
through a minefield, Downtown 
workers allege. 

Angry pedestrians say the city 
must replace the broken bluestone 
sidewalks in front of Borough Hall 
with uglier, cheaper asphalt — 
calling for function over fashion 
before another person falls and 
breaks a bone. 

“This is deplorable!” said Su- 
san Detrich, who often traverses 
the pock-marked plaza, which 
government workers sometimes 
use for parking. “If you don’t glue 
your eyes to the ground, you’ll 
step into a hole. Lorget about how 
it looks — let’s patch it up.” 

The broken slate surrounding 
the People’s House in Columbus 
Park has been a perilous crossing 
for years, but neither the Borough 
President nor the Parks Depart- 
ment has snagged the funds for a 
full reconstruction for the plaza 
bounded by Joralemon, Court, 
Johnson and Adams streets and 
Cadman Plaza West.

Instead, they’re filling gap- 
ing holes with orange traffic 
cones. 

“People are always tripping 
over here,” said Jason Alfred, 
who works near Adams Street. 
“They’re scared for their lives.” 

Borough President Markow- 
itz said that he won’t consider 
another material to replace the 
bluestone, saying that the historic 
character of Brooklyn’s City Hall 
must be maintained. 

“I wish the city could give my 
office the budget so we can be 
responsible for the upkeep,” he 
said. “But in the meantime, we 
will strongly urge [the city] to 
make the necessary repairs.” 

Still, no slapdash repair jobs 
have been enough to protect the 
two-inch bluestone — which can 
run up to $15 a square foot — 
against heavy foot traffic, win- 
ter wear, and government vehi- 
cles that park on the crumbling 
walkways. 

Two years ago, a 71-year-old 
woman fell and landed in the hos- 
pital for a fractured hip, prompt- 
ing the city to fill some holes with

The city says it will finally fig- 
ure out just how much noxious-smell- 
ing sewage is pouring into the Gow- 
anus Canal. 

The Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection will install sensors in- 
side two large pipes along the polluted 
waterway that will help wastewater 
experts keep tabs on the quantity of 
household sewage and stormwater 
that drain into the inlet during heavy

A city investigation into the 
accident determined that a “le- 
thal combination of incompetent 
contractors, halfway safety mea- 
sures and laissez-faire supervi- 


sion” led to Zhao’s death.

City cuts swaths of W'burg, 
Greenpoint from bike share

Sharing pedals is going to be 
easy in North Brooklyn — un- 
less you live in East Williams- 
burg and parts of Greenpoint. 

Department of Transporta- 
tion officials proposed about 
300 possible bike share loca- 
tions in Brooklyn, including 
20 on Bedford Avenue in Wil- 
liamsburg alone, in a draft of 
the city’s planned bicycle rental 


program this week. 

But the proposal omitted bike 
kiosks east of Bushwick Ave- 
nue and McGuinness Boulevard, 
where an estimated 30,000 tran- 
sit-starved residents live, accord- 
ing to 2010 Census data. 

That means when the bicy-

Fort Greene to city: Rotate this statue! 

Sculpture of Gen. Fowler should be turned 90 degrees, neighbors claim

Port Greene’s Civil War hero 
must do an about-face if he wants 
to fit in with the neighborhood, 
some residents say. 

Martin Horowitz is urging the 
city to rotate a statue of Gen. Ed- 
ward Powler about 90 degrees so 
that he’ll properly greet oncom- 


ing traffic from his perch at the 
intersection of Lafayette Avenue 
and Pulton Street. 

Right now, the Civil War hero 
lovingly called “Dear Old Ned” 
looks straight at Prank’s Cocktail 
Lounge and an adjacent empty lot. 
In the summer, his head is hid- 
den in the trees, making it hard 
for passersby to pay tribute to 


the namesake of the tiny green 
space known as Powler Square. 

“It may sound frivolous, but 
there’s something wrong with 
the way the statue is faced,” 
said Horowitz, who has lived 
near the general’s effigy for al- 
most 40 years and wants to see 
the statue turned to look out to- 
ward Downtown. 


“It’s idiotic, and I thought so 
from the beginning.” 

The bronze likeness of the Bull 
Run and Gettysburg fighter orig- 
inally stood in Port Greene Park, 
before vandals forced the city to 
put him in storage sometime in 
the 1960s. A decade later, com- 
munity members rallied to install 
the statue at the triangle park, 


which was then known as Lafay- 
ette Square. 

Port Greene activist Ruth 
Goldstein said that city officials 
thought Gen. Powler would face 
the most traffic and sunlight in 
his current position. At the time, 
residents didn’t oppose the stat- 
ue’s orientation because they were

Greenpointers want TV 
crew to park elsewhere

Greenpoint residents are 
calling cut on a TV show that 
they claim takes up too many 
parking spaces and causes 
too much noise. 

Neighbors of the Eagle 
Street production stage that 
houses the network musical 
“Smash” say the fledgling 
show’s crew regularly parks 
in loading zones, blocks resi- 
dential driveways, and keeps 
its trucks idling on the street 
for hours in the morning. 

“They don’t use parking 
lots, they park on the streets, 
and we don’t have any relief,” 
saidEagle Street resident Todd 
Eaton at a Community Board 
1 meeting on Tuesday. 

When things getreally busy 
at the Broadway Stages sound- 
stage at West Street, trucks 
park on both sides of Eagle 


Street, blocking the bike lane 
to the Pulaski Bridge and mak- 
ing the road dangerous. 

NorthBrooklynites say they 
aren’t entirely anti-Hollywood 
— they just want the Steven 
Spielberg-produced “Smash” 
to stop treating the partly resi- 
dential block like trash. 

“We are not here to shut 
down shows and we’re not 
against film production, but 
the staff of this show has been 
aggressive and disrespectful,” 
said Eaton, who claims a stu- 
dio worker cursed at him when 
he asked the “Smash” staffer 
to move his truck. 

Parking isn’t the only prob- 
lem, according to Eagle Street 
property owner Alexandra 
Sokolowska, who says crews 
wake her up as early as 5 am 
idling outside her window. 

“They make noise all day 
and they block residential

buildings 24-seven,” said 
Sokolowska, who claims three 
ofher tenants moved out due to 
noise and air pollution caused 
by the studio. 

Broadway Stages owner 
Tony Argento promised the 
crew will park elsewhere and 
stop idling their trucks. 

“That shouldn’t happen, 
we’ll put somebody out there,’ ’ 
said Argento. “I will person- 
ally come and move the vehi- 
cle myself.” 

A location manager for the 
show said he is working with 
Argento to make neighbors as 
happy as he can, and promised 
the trucks are only left run- 
ning when they are loading 
and unloading equipment in 
the morning and evening. 

Some residents urged the 
‘ ‘Smash’ ’ crew to park on West 


Street, which has no residen- 
tial buildings on the block 
closest to the studio. But the 
crew says that they need to be 
close to the soundstage be- 
cause they are there to load 
and unload equipment and 
they can’t stray far from a 
power source. 

“Smash” is one of scores 
of shows, including “Blue 
Bloods,” “The Good Wife,” 
and “I Just Want My Pants 
Back,” that filmed at Broad- 
way Stages since the studio 
opened in 1999. 

The Broadway-inspired 
drama starring Debra 
Messing, Anjelica Huston, 
and Katharine McPhee, has 
plummeted in the ratings this 
month, dropping from 11.5 
mill ion to 6.5 million viewers 
in the past two weeks.

The battle for Brooklyn's byways

Bike lane foes are wast- 
ing taxpayer money by drag- 
ging out a lawsuit over the 
world’s most talked-about 
strip of green paint, cycling 
activists claim. 

The city has already spent 
more than $140,000 on legal 
fees to defend the Prospect 
Park West bike lane, accord- 
ing to documents obtained by 
The BrooklynPaper. Andnow 
that cycling path opponents 
working under the name 
Neighbors For Better Bike 


Lanes are appealing 
a court case they lost 
last summer, the city 
can expect to shell 
out even more cash 
on lawyer fees — a 
fact that infuriates 
neighborhood bike 
boosters. 

“It’s an outrage,” said cy- 
cling advocate and lawyer 
Mitch Sonies — who thinks 
citizens shouldn’t foot the bill 
for defending a lane that has 
the support of the community, 
according to a survey. 

“[The appeal] is not go- 
ing to change the outcome; 


they’re just trying to make 
more noise,” said Sonies. 

The lawsuit, which last 
year earned international 
headlines, argued that the 
bike lane turned the peaceful 
street into a danger zone for 
pedestrians and demanded 
it be removed. 


It also alleged that the 
city’s Department of Trans- 
portation fudged data to 
make the lane seem more 
successful than it really is. 

Jim Walden, a lawyer for 
the bike lane opponents, says 
critics of the Prospect Park 
West path have the right to 
appeal — and the case is 
more than worthy of one 
— because they aim to ex- 
pose a government agency’s 
wrongdoing. 

He described criticism of 
the appeal as Kafkaesque. 

“This is America,” said 
Walden. “Get real.”

Push for two more charter schools in Williamsburg

The Manhattan power 
couple behind a controver- 
sial plan to open a charter 
school in Williamsburg is 
hoping to launch two more 
charter schools in North 
Brooklyn, The Brooklyn 
Paper has learned. 

Eric Grannis — whose 
wife, former Councilwoman 
Eva Moskowitz, is behind the 
proposed Success Academy 
Williamsburg — appliedto the 
state to open two branches of 
the Los Angeles-based char- 
ter chain Citizens of the World 
Charter Schools in Williams- 
burg and Greenpoint next fall, 
according to documents ob- 
tained through a Freedom of 
Information request. 

Grannis believes Williams- 
burg could use more socio- 
economically diverse educa- 
tion options — and he claims 
his two proposed elementary 
schools fit the bill. 

“I think it’s a good idea 
for charter schools to inten- 
tionally try to get more inte- 


gration both racially and ec- 
onomically,” said Grannis, 
who has sought support for 
his plan from neighborhood 
parents through his charter 
school-backing organization 
The Tapestry Project. “North 
Brooklyn is an area where 
this is very possible.” 

Each Citizens of the World 
school would serve between 
120 and 160 students in kin- 
dergarten and first grade be- 
ginning in 20 1 3 , and grow to 
house between 360 and 480 
students from kindergarten 
to fifth grade by 2017. 

The charter network has 
not proposed specific loca- 
tions, but claimed it would 
“involve the local commu- 
nity” to help secure space for 
its schools, according to a let- 
ter sent with its charter ap- 
plication to the SUN Y Char- 
ter Schools Institute. 

But some Williamsburg 
parents claim the new char- 
ter schools will not be racially 
or economically diverse since 
Grannis’s outreach has primar- 
ily occurred in the neighbor- 
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Scores of Success Academy parents and students 
from Harlem showed their support for charter 
schools at a public hearing in Williamsburg. 


hood’s more affluentNorthside, 
according to the documents. 

“We do not want pub- 
lic funds diverted to private 
hands to benefit the few, the 
white, the affluent — which 
is exactly the aim of Grannis’s 
two schools,” said parent Cyn- 
thia Walker. “That is obvious 
from their outreach.” 

The applications come 
amid protests against his 
wife’s proposal to open a pub- 
licly funded, independently 
run charter housing 200 stu- 
dents inside the Southside’s 
struggling MS 50 on S. Third 
Street this fall. 

Moskowitz, who already 


opened a Success Academy 
in Bedford Stuyvesant and 
plans to open another one in 
Cobble Hill, said Williamsburg 
is a “phenomenal community” 
and her school would serve “a 
wide range of ethnicities.” 

But opponents of the char- 
ter plan including hundreds 
of parents, students, teachers, 
and community leaders ral- 
lied outside MS 50 during a 
public hearing, claiming her 
proposed school is targeting 
children in the gentrifying 
Northside rather than Eng- 
lish language learners in the 
Southside.

clude the much-anticipated 
$ 6.2 million footbridge de- 
signed to link Squibb Park to 
Brooklyn Bridge Park above 
Furman Street, according to 
architects in charge of the 
project. 

Footbridge designer and 
MacArthur “genius” Ted 
Zoli says his planned walk- 
way will skirt the proposed 
bill — which goes to vote 
next week — due to a rare and 
controversial partnership be- 
tween the city and the private 
developers building Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park. 

The Brooklyn Bridge Park 
Development Corporation, 
which hired Zoli and his team 
of architects, is in charge of 
the footbridge design and was 
not required to get Depart- 
ment of Transportation ap- 
proval for its fencing. 


“It was specifically not in- 
cluded because the city did 
not review the bridge for com- 
pliance,” he said. 

Zoli’s meandering locust 
plank footbridge doesn’t look 
much like the drab overpass 
on Navy Street between Til- 
lary and Myrtle streets where 
the city recently installed a 
taller mesh fence — one that 
critics say looks like it be- 
longs in a jail — after kids 
injured and terrorized at least 
seven cyclists. 

But the fencing discrep- 
ancy irks transportation 
safety advocates and park- 
boosters, who say the rule 
should be upheld on every 
pedestrian overpass city wide 
— no matter if it’s in posh 
Brooklyn Heights or between 
the Ingersoll and Walt Whit- 
man projects. 

“The less protection you 
have, the more likely the at- 
tacks will happen again,” said

Taco debacle 

Hook vendors cry foul 
over city's new park rule

Red Hook Park’s beloved Latin American food ven- 
dors say they’re the losers in a new city plan to grant 
kids more ballfield access than adults. 

Thanks to a Parks Department regulation that gives ‘ ‘youth 
leagues preference” for much-coveted spring and fall field 
permits, the largely Latino adult soccer teams that have 
played for years on the pitches near Bay and Court streets 
might need to find new fields — forcing the park’s famous 
taco and pupusas sellers to find new customers. 

“It’s an important part of our customer base,” said Cesar 
Fuentes, executive director of the Food Vendors Committee 
of Red Hook Park. “It will have an impact [on business].” 

The hungry soccer players account for about half of the 
vendors’s profits, according to Fuentes — and they also help 
anchor what has become a vibrant hub for Latino culture. 

But vendors and soccer players fear the new rule could 
bring an end to a weekend tradition marked by ceviche, 
sideline beers and athletes sporting brightly colored soc- 
cer jerseys from around Spanish-speaking world. 

In Red Hook, the city’s new regulation could give more 
space to youth football teams, which are mostly made up 
of African American kids, according to coaches. 

Coach Bill Solomon, whose Brooklyn Titans are com- 
peting for use of the turf, says the rule is only fair. 

“It’s a no-brainer,” said Solomon. “Youth who play 
sports are less likely to get into trouble.” 

Some foodies, however, see the policy as yet another 
bureaucratic blow to food vendors after a long history of 
conflict with the city. In 2008, the Health Department 
tightened regulations, forcing food-sellers to buy ex- 
pensive food trucks and retire their carts. Before that, 
the Parks Department made a rule that required them 
to compete in bidding for a spot. 

Parks Department spokesman Phillip Abramson said the 
city has unofficially given youth teams priority for years, even 
though the city only recently put the rule into writing. 

Demand for the field is likely to increase after a $2.5 
million renovation — which includes new lights and turf 
— wraps up next year. 

If youth teams gain a greater footprint in Red Hook 
Park, the shift from futbol to football could trigger an 
“interesting cultural fusion,” said Sharon Zukin, a so- 
ciologist who wrote about Red Hook Park’s food carts 
in her book “Naked City: The Death and Life of Au- 
thentic Urban Places.” 

“If it’s a question of livelihood,” she said. “Maybe 
they’ll start selling more hamburgers than huaraches.” 


Cinema gets a sequel 

Heights moviehouse won't die, will get new digs

The show’s not over for 
the Brooklyn Heights Cin- 
ema. 

Landlord Tom Caruana 
says he will save space for 
the beloved movie house on 
Henry Street when he tears 
down the old-timey theater 
and constructs a new apart- 
ment building at the site — 
succumbing to community 
pressure to keep the neigh- 
borhood icon around. 

“The theater has been 
saved! ” said proprietor Kenn 
Lowy, a musician who bought 
the tumbledown picture pal- 
ace last summer. “Now we 
can move forward.” 

Under the landlord’s lat- 
est plans, the moviehouse 
will go from a twin cinema 
to single screen in the base- 
ment, with a lobby for art 
and singer-songwriters on 
the first floor. 

The building’s design is 
still a work in progress, but 
Caruana said that Lowy and 
his scrappy theater would 
likely stay till the end of 
the summer. 

“We were inspired by the 
community and revised our 
plans to accommodate him at 


this point,” Caruana said. 

Movie lovers and preser- 
vationists were scandalized 
after The Brooklyn Paper 
broke the news that Caru- 
ana planned to raze the squat 
150-seat cinema at the cor- 
ner of Orange Street to make 
room for apartments. 


The property, which sits 
on the edge of the Brook- 
lyn Heights historic district, 
became an independent the- 
ater in 1971 and has man- 
aged to stay afloat ever since, 
weathering several changes 
in ownership. 

Since it was erected in the 


1890s, the one-story structure 
has housed a variety of ten- 
ants, including a pharmacy 
and coffee house — prompt- 
ing the Brooklyn Heights As- 
sociation to rally to protect 
the cinema building. 

Judy Stanton, executive di- 
rector of powerful neighbor- 
hood group, said she will try to 
convince Caruana to preserve 
the theater building. 

“We wanted him to do his- 
toric research and provided 
him with then beginnings of 
such research,” Stanton said. 
J “I’ll need to talk to him.” 

° The movie house will 
| move into a temporary home 
J — possibly in DUMBO — 
B before Caruana begins con- 
£ struction this fall. The cine- 
ma’s sequel will take nearly 
two years to complete. 

“I don’t think Tom real- 
ized how important the cin- 
ema is to so many people,” 
Lowy said. “Something else 
would be on the first floor 
anyway. Why not keep the 
theater?”

Former cop admits to running guns

A beloved Bay Ridge cop- 
turned-gun runner admitted 
to transporting $1 million in 
illegal firearms, smokes and 
stolen slot machines across 
state lines — crimes that 
could put him in prison for 
two and a half years. 

Marco Venezia, 46, a 68th 
Precinct community affairs of- 
ficer, pleaded guilty along with 
a co-conspirator David Kan- 
wisher, a New Jersey correc- 


tional officer, for being part of 
a conspiracy to transport and 
receive stolen merchandise. 

Along with jail time, 
Venezia will be forced to 
pay $8,000 in fines, federal 
prosecutors said. 

“As law enforcement of- 
ficers, Marco Venezia and 
David Kanwisher were sup- 
posed to uphold the law, not 
break it,” Manhattan U. S. At- 
torney Preet Bharara said. 
“They betrayed their duties in 
order to make a quick profit, 


and now they will pay for 
their crimes.” 

Venezia admitted to trans- 
porting the stolen booty, 
which included three M-16 
rifles, a shotgun, 16 hand- 
guns, six slot machines, and 
thousands of cartons of ciga- 
rettes. His attorney did not re- 
turn a call for comment. 

The ringleader of the 
crooked gang, William 
Masso — who also worked in 
the 68th Precinct — pleaded 
guilty for his role on Feb. 7.

A beefed-up meatball showdown at the Brooklyn Kitchen

I t’s meatball madness — and you can 
hold the spaghetti. 

On March 2, this meaty side dish is 
taking center stage at the third annual Meat- 
ball Slapdown at the Brooklyn Kitchen, 
where the city’s best chefs will pull out 
all the stops to prove their culinary chops 
as they compete for the title of the bor- 
ough’s meatball maestro. 

“There’s no shortage of food compe- 
titions happening all over this city, but 
meatballs are concise — you can tell a 
whole story in a single meatball, in a very 
small portion,” said Harry Rosenblum, 
the creator of the competition who owns 
the Brooklyn Kitchen with his wife, Tay- 
lor Erkkinen. “The only requirement is 
meat, in the shape of a ball.” 

Indeed, in years past, participating chefs 
have devised crafty, creative meatballs 
using unlikely ingredients such as fish, 
lamb, cheese, pine nuts, raisins and whole 
cubes of Guanchale, to name a few. 

“One of the cool things about meatballs 
is they’re fairly easy to make, but in this 
competition you end up with chefs who 
are really pushing the envelope, and put- 
ting everything they can into [their meat- 
balls],” Rosenblum said. 

Having been long considered an add-on 
to saucy spaghetti or a quick, cheap and 
filling lunch when plopped in between two 
halves of a hero roll, recession-friendly 
meatballs are enjoying a renaissance of 
sorts in Brooklyn of late, and even boast 
a whole restaurant dedicated to their de- 
liciousness. 

“They’ve always been a staple of the 
American diet, but now they’re hip and 
cool, and definitely in the Zeitgeist,” said

Dan Holzman, owner of the Meatball Shop, 
whose rotating menu offers approximately 
50 different varieties of meatballs at any 
given time with inventive flavor combina- 
tions such as buffalo chicken. “It started 
with this idea that the American diet is 
moving towards eating out more often, 
and chefs are looking for less expensive 
ways to use some of the scraps, so meat- 
balls have made their way onto menus at 
more and more restaurants. I don’t know 
why meatballs are cool, exactly — but we 
try our best to keep it that way!” 

Six chefs from restaurants including 
Masten Lake, the Meathook, and Meat- 
ball Shop in Williamsburg; Roberta’s in 
Bushwick; Vesta in Astoria; and River- 
park in Manhattan will bring their juici- 
est, beefiest balls to wow hungry attend- 
ees and a panel of judges that includes 
Rachel Wharton, author of the “Edible 
Brooklyn” cookbook and food writer ex- 
1 traordinaire Peter Meehan. All proceeds 
> will go towards the Brooklyn Kitchen’s 
o Classrooms in the Kitchen educational 
J program, and the Brooklyn Grange Farm’s 
$ City Grower program that enables stu- 
dents to learn about urban agriculture.

‘Laramie’ play 

A heart-wrenching play that exposes the 
bizarre ethos behind small-town homophobia 
hits the stage at Heights Players on March 2. 

“The Laramie Project” — Moises Kauf- 
man’s acclaimed tale about the real-life murder 
of Matthew Shepard, 
a gay college student 
in Wyoming — offers 
a documentary- style 
peek at the events sur- 
rounding the chilling 
1998 crime. 

“It pushes the limits 
of theater to find truth,” 
said Director Robert 
Weinstein. “It forces 
the audience to look in the mirror.” 

The production uses bare -bones props and 
costumes to cut to the heart of the 13 -year-old 
script, much of which came directly from in- 
terviews and court testimony. 

Part crime thriller, part sociological study, 
the sound-bite -driven play is a form of theat- 
rical journalism. It’s also a bold stylistic de- 
parture for the Heights Players theater, which 
often sticks with light-hearted classics. 

It’s a risk worth taking, Weinstein said. 

“Hate doesn’t belong in our lives,” he said. 
“That message is always current.”

Make a ‘Mark’ 


MAKE YOUR OWN MEATBALLS 

Hungry for meatballs? We bet you are. Check out these meatball recipes from 
two of Brooklyn's beefiest chefs. 


CLASSIC BEEF MEATBALLS , 
FROM "THE MEATBALL SHOP 
COOKBOOK" (pictured right) 

Makes about 2 dozen 1-and-a- 
half-inch meatballs 

2 tblsp. olive oil 
2 pounds 80 percent lean 
ground beef 

1 cup ricotta cheese 

2 large eggs 

Vz cup bread crumbs 
% cup chopped fresh parsley 

1 tblsp. chopped fresh oregano 
or 1 tsp. dried 

2 tsp. salt 

% tsp. crushed red pepper flakes 
Vz tsp. ground fennel 
4 cups classic tomato sauce 
(see below) 

Preheat the oven to 450°F. Driz- 
zle the olive oil into a 9x13-inch 
baking dish and use your hand 
to evenly coat the entire surface. 
Set aside. 

Combine the ground beef, 
ricotta, eggs, bread crumbs, 
parsley, oregano, salt, red pep- 


per flakes, and fennel in a large 
mixing bowl and mix by hand un- 
til thoroughly incorporated. 

Roll the mixture into round, 
golf ball-size meatballs about 1 
Vz inches), making sure to packthe 
meat firmly. Place the balls in the 
prepared baking dish, being careful 
to linethem upsnugly and in even 
rows vertically and horizontally to 
form a grid. The meatballs should 
be touching one another. 

Roast for 20 minutes, or until 
the meatballs are firm and cooked 
through. A meatthermometer in- 
serted into the center of a meat- 
ball should read 165°F. 

While the meatballs are roast- 
ing, heat the tomato sauce in a 
small saucepan over medium-high 
heat, stirring often. 

When the meatballs are firm 
and fully cooked, remove them 
from the oven and drain the ex- 
cess grease from the pan. Pour 
the tomato sauce over them. Re- 
turn the meatballs to the oven and 
continue roasting for another 15 
minutes. 



CLASSIC TOMATO SAUCE 

Makes 7 cups 

Va cup olive oil 

1 onion, finely diced 

1 bay leaf 

1 teaspoon chopped fresh 
oregano or Vz teaspoon dried 

2 garlic cloves, roughly chopped 

2 tsp. salt or to taste 

2 tblsp. tomato paste 

2 26-ounce boxes Pomi Chopped 
Tomatoes or two 28-ounch 
cans whole plum tomatoes, 
chopped with their liquid 


Heat the olive oil in a large pot 
over medium heat. Add the onions, 
bay leaf, oregano, garlic, and salt 
and cook, stirring often, until the 
onions are soft and translucent, 
about 10 minutes. 

Add the tomato paste and con- 
tinue cooking for five minutes. 
Add the tomatoes and stir con- 
stantly until the sauce begins to 
boil. Lower the heat and simmer 
for 1 hour, stirring every 5 minutes 
or so to prevent the sauce on the 
bottom of the pot from burning. 
Taste and season with additional 
salt, if desired. Remove the bay 
leaf before serving. 

TOM MYLAN'S MEAT HOOK 
MEATBALL RECIPE 

Meatballs are a deeply personal 
food and everyone has their own 
ideas about what a meatball should 
be, but this recipe keeps it sim- 
ple, and relies on the quality and 
flavor of the meat to make these 
meatballs delicious. 

I like a good amount of cream 
soaked bread crumbs and parsley 
in this recipe which was shouted 
across a busy butcher shop to me 
by Caroline Fidanza, my former 
chef and Italian Godmother of all 
things food. 


1 lb. Grass-fed ground beef a 

little on the fatty side 
1 lb. Berkshire ground pork 
1 x 4-inch piece of garlic bread 
1 cup cream 

1 bunch of parsley, chopped 

fine 

4-5 cloves of garlic, chopped fine 
Salt to taste 

Toastthe garlic bread in the oven 
at 300 degrees until it is completely 
dry, let it cool and then chop it into 
bread crumbs with a food processor 
or chef knife and add the cream to 
it in a bowl. While the crumbs are 
soaking, get your other items to- 
gether in a large mixing bowl and 
mixthem slightly with your fingers, 
and then add the cream and bread 
crumb mixture, and mixthoroughly 
with your hands. Get in there! Dis- 
posable gloves make this slightly 
less messy. 

Preheatyour oven to 450 degrees 
and get your baking sheet out. 

Form the meatballs into whatever 
size you think is best, arrange them 
evenly on the tray and throw them 
in the oven, making sure to turn the 
sheet tray every five minutes or so 
to get even browning. I pull mine 
after they are lightly browned and 
not completely cooked through, 
and finish them off by simmering 
them in sauce.

are for a side of psychedelia 
with your sushi roll? 

Slide all the way down the 
rabbit hole at Williamsburg’s su- 
persized (6,200 sqare feet) outsized 
(260 seat) and over-the-top outpost 
of Fushimi, the pan-Asian restau- 
rant, lounge, andexercise-in-sen- 
sory-overload first popularized in 
Staten Island and Bay Ridge. 

“I actually think it’s kind of 
subdued,” said our hostess, as 
she led us past a pair of preening 
Geisha girls flanking the front 
entrance, floor-to -ceiling “jelly- 
fish” chandeliers shadowing the 


day-glow bar, and LED illumi- 
nated dining area — dotted with 
pod-like booths and tabletops of 
glistening colored resin cast with 
Japanese river stones. 

“I feel like I’m in the final 
scene of 2001: A Space Odys- 
sey,” observed our photographer 
as we wandered down the “Tun- 
nel of Love” — an eye-popping 
circular pathway to the unisex 
bathrooms lit in intergalactic red. 
“This place is looks like a To- 
kyo casino financed by the Ital- 
ian Mafia.” 

The strange journey contin- 
ued through Chef Chul Kee Ko’s 
globe -hopping menu, with stops 
in Thailand (spicy lobster salad 


with crushedpeanuts, mint and ci- 
lantro), Japan (sea bass with miso 
and a “Sex on the Beach” roll 
with tempura shrimp, spicy tuna, 
salmon and avocado), France (pe- 
tit filet mignon with wasabi but- 
ter and truffled mashed potatoes, 
herb-crusted rack of lamb with 
Dijon mustard and crab confit), 
and even Italy (seared sea scal- 
lops with pesto, cauliflower, black 
beans and mushrooms — not the 
magic kind.) 

Rubbernecking locals mingled 
with pant- suited moms looking 
for a hot night out — along with 
crowds and couples from Bay 
Ridge and Staten Island, angling 
for a peek at the competition. 


“I’m actually a regular at the 
Fushimi in my neighborhood,” 
said Bay Ridge resident Mike 
Vittorio. “I love the food, the am- 
biance — it’s always a party.” 
“I work in Manhattan, so it’s 
easier to grab dinner in Williams- 
burg,” he added. “I can come here 
to unwind after a long day.” 

Not like anyone’s going to mis- 
take Fushimi for a casual neigh- 
borhood joint, or any kind of 
authentic — but sometimes, all 
you really want is a kooky sushi 
roll, a decent lychee martini, and 
a sweeet contact high.

It’s ‘rum’derful 

This swilTs not just for pirates

R um running is back. 
The popular pirate - 
swill is the latest elixir 
to titilate the borough’s ever- 
shifting tastes, as drinkers 
are rapidly realizing that 
rum drinks are so much 
more than the umbrella-gar- 
nished cocktails of yore. 

“Rum is delicious and 
sweet, and light and refresh- 
ing,” said Wil Petre, the bev- 
erage director at The Farm 
on Adderley. “But it can be 
dark and complex, too.” 
On Feb. 25, thirsty Brook- 
lynites are invited to Syca- 
more Bar and Flowership in 
Ditmas Park to explore rum’s 
dynamic properties, and leam 
to make a mean rum cocktail, 
at the bar’s “Art of the Rum” 
cocktail course. 

Rum’s recent popularity 
is a return to its original sta- 
tus in the country: the sug- 
arcane-based spirit, was the 
sip of choice for early Amer- 
ican colonists, though it fell 
out of favor after the revolu- 
tion made American-crafted 
whiskey more appealing to 
newly founded nation. 

Bartenders now promise 
there is nothing unpatriotic 
about drinking the Carib- 
bean liquor. 

“It’s speaking to a differ- 
ent era,” said Mike Mikos, a

bartender at Sycamore who 
will be hosting the cocktail 
course. “But I don’t think 
it’s un-American.” 

The sweet swill does not 
spring from a history of life, 
liberty and happiness, how- 
ever; like many New World 
products, rum leaves behind 


a tangled past. 

“Sugar was the oil of its 
age,” said Frederick Smith, a 
professor atthe College ofWil- 
liamandMary, who wrote “Ca- 
ribbeanRum: a Social andEco- 
nomic History’ ’ after spending 
many summers in Barbados. 

‘ And the development of rum is 
tied to the rise of African slav- 
ery [in the New World]. Rum 
was also a way to reward en- 
slaved people’s for hard work 
— and keep the system going 
without rebellion.” 

But the spirit also rep- 
resents the sweeter side of 
the Caribbean — it goes ex- 
tremely well with fruits, for 
example — making this vari- 
ety of hooch particularly ap- 
pealing to chilly New Yorkers 
in the middle of winter. 

“We’re still pushing for- 
ward with some of the trop- 
ical-style cocktails so we can 
all imagine abetter time,” said 
Mikos. “If you feel your man- 
liness is challengedby the idea 
of a rum cocktail, you can just 
remember it was in Heming- 
way’s cocktail of choice.”

I n an unprecedented show 
of transparency, 25 archi- 
tectural firms in DUMBO 
are opening their doors to 
the public as part of an on- 
going series organized by 
Open House New York called 
“Open Studio,” beginning 
on Feb. 25 — and, when it 
comes to architectural firms 
in Brooklyn, there’s no bet- 
ter place to start. 

“The architects who are in 
DUMBO are among the most 
creative in the city,” said Bill 
Menking, editor and chief of 
Architect’s Newspaper. “Per- 
haps it’s because they’re of a 
certain age, but those com- 
panies who have been there 
for 10-15 years have really 
matured. People will get to 
see what they’re working on 
and sort of de -mystify what 
architects do.” 

Visitors can tour the par- 
ticipating firms at their lei- 


sure; perusing architectural 
models, drawings, photo- 
graphs; exploring the cre- 
ative work-spaces; and en- 
joying presentations by the 
architects themselves. Cap- 
ping off the day will be a 


reception at the Garrison 
Architects’ studio featur- 
ing drinks, snacks, and the 
chance to snag some one- 
on-one time with some of 
the city’s most brilliant de- 
signers. 


One of “Open Studio’s” 
biggest draws, however, is 
providing patrons with the 
opportunity to check out the 
participating firms various 
design practices — while the 
creative process for many 


architectural firms has be- 
come predominantly digi- 
tized, the architects over at 
Matter Practice, for instance, 
like to do things the old fash- 
ioned way. 

“We make a lot of models 
and prototypes,” said Sandra 
Wheeler, a partner at Matter 
Practice. “In our case there 
are two types of models: pre-

£ times they’re very rough, 
o it’s almost like sketching in

Architects are hoping that 
the event will give patrons 
a greater understanding and 
appreciation of the buildings 
that surround them.

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Legendary journo Gerri Gross dies at 86

Former Brooklyn Paper col- 
umnist and Jewish Week corre- 
spondent Geraldine Gross — the 
journalist and author whose writ- 
ing chronicled a resurgence in 
Jewish life in Brownstone Brook- 
lyn — will be remembered at a 
memorial service in Cobble Hill 
on Feb. 27. 

Gross died at her Brooklyn 
Heights home on Jan. 28 from a 
heart illness. She was 86. 

She grew up poor during the 
Great Depression, the daughter 
of a Polish bookbinder. Gross 
didn’t attend college, but honed 
her writing chops and entrepre- 
neurial skills by age 10. 

“I wrote a weekly newspaper 
for which I charged a penny and 
a monthly magazine that cost a 


nickel!” she quipped in a June 
2002 interview with The Brook- 
lyn Paper. 

Gross landed her first job 
with a film company while still 
a teenager. 

“I was 16, but I lied and said I was 
18,” she said in the interview. 

Later, while doing P.R. for 
Chemical Bank and J.P. Morgan, 
Gross began a weekly column for 
The Brooklyn Paper, addressing 
topics such as “Vanishing ounces 
and increasing price tags,” and 
“Ending the cycle of immigrant 
stereotypes.” She wrote about 
Jewish life in North Brooklyn for 
The Jewish Week and other news- 
papers, and had two of her books 
published: “The Door Between” 
in her 20s, and “The Persecution 
of Tante Chava,” a collection of 
short stories about impoverished 


Jews, in her 70s. 

Gross’s gentility spoke vol- 
umes, too. 

“That teeny little exterior hid a 


huge heart and an immense sweet- 
ness,” said Brooklyn Paper pub- 
lisher Celia Weintrob. 

Her kindness also resonates 


with Lisa Malwitz, who worked 
with Gross in the early 1990s. 

“When my mother was diag- 
nosed with cancer, Gerri gave me 
a pep talk to help me from fall- 
ing apart, and when I did, she 
would sit, listen and let me cry,” 
Malwitz said. 

Gross and her late husband, 
George, were members of the Kane 
Street Synagogue in Cobble Hill. 
The temple, established in 1856, 
received its landmark status partly 
because of George Gross. 

“George got us a grant from the 
Landmarks Conservation, and I got 
a story!” Gross wrote in the tem- 
ple’s 2001 anniversary journal. 

She publicized temple events 
and profiled the congregation. 
When Debra Cantor became 
Kane’s first female rabbi, Gross 
was the first to report the story. 


Her first article at The Jewish 
Week, recalled assistant man- 
aging editor Adam Dickter, was 
about an aspiring actor named 
Josiah Trager who later starred 
in a television sitcom. 

“Geraldine definitely stood out 
as somebody who had the energy 
and enthusiasm of someone half 
her age,” said Dickter. 

After her husband’s death in 
2007, Gross broke her hip, precip- 
itating health issues which didn’t 
dampen her pioneering spirit. 

“Gerri was always a forthright 
woman who wasn’t afraid to speak 
her mind!” said synagogue mem- 
ber Marsha Solomon. 

Gross’s prolific body of work is 
painted broadly with candor and 
humor: In “Rachel and God,” she 
tells of a second grader who loses 
her faith after failing to win three 


oversized crayons in her teacher’s 
lottery. “The Last Jew in Holz- 
burg” is the based on the true 
story of a Holocaust survivor, a 
cantankerous character who re- 
turns to his hometown and be- 
comes its “Jewish problem.” 

Gross’s powerful portrayals of 
people and their lives have re- 
cently found immortality in cy- 
berspace where they are attract- 
ing new readers. 

“She was an incredibly large- 
hearted, fair-minded, generous 
spirit who had respect for ev- 
erybody,” said Rabbi Sam Wein- 
traub, who will officiate her me- 
morial. 

Gross is survived by her two 
step daughters and their children 
and grandchildren. She is buried at 
Beth El Cemeteries at Cedar Park 
in Paramus, New Jersey. 

A memorial for Geraldine 
Gross will be held at the Kane 
Street Synagogue on Feb. 27 at 
7:30 pm [236 Kane St. between 
Court and Clinton streets in

of stress. It may be neces- 
sary but is a bittersweet job 
at best. 

This isn’t about comfort- 
ing my kids when something 
goes wrong. I keep my suit- 
case stocked with bandaids, 
ointments and medicine for 
the unexpected illness or in- 
jury, and I’ll willingly give 
up a day of sightseeing to 
give everyone a needed rest. 
More, when the train we need 
to be on is at 9 am and they

When they were toddlers, 
the parenting books warned 
that my kids might be great 
at school but have tantrums 
at home, managing to hold it 
together in one setting and 
falling apart in the other, 
where they felt safe. I could 
grasp this idea, and braced 
myself for difficult after- 
noons. Sometimes I won- 
dered who’s quiet and gentle 


child a teacher was talking 
about because she certainly 
wasn’t one of the girls liv- 
ing under my roof. 

Now much older, my 
daughters still do the same 
thing, handing over their 
excess emotional baggage 
for me to carry when they’re 
tired, hungry, or worn out. 
They nearly made us miss a 
train through a lack of mo- 
tion in the morning. One 
nearly melted down over lack 
of tissues for her runny nose. 
I’ve seen other adolescents 
do the same thing, one boy 
calling his dad psychotic and 
another telling his mother, 
in no uncertain terms, that 
he could not possibly be up 
for breakfast at 9 am — two 
days in a row. 

In fairness, there were 
moments my girls rose to

Community Board 1 
members stressed that while 
they love and respect the gay 
community, Metropolitan bar 
failed to abide by state guide- 
lines that force the venue to 
close its outdoor space by 1 1 
pm on weeknights and 1 am 
on weekends. 

“It’s equal grief for every- 
one,” said CB1 member Tom 
Burrows, who says he has vis- 
ited Williamsburg’s first gay 
bar many times and “always 
notices a violation.” 

Neighbors approached the 
board in January when the 
bar’s liquor license renewal 
appeared on the agenda, 
claiming they were fed up 
with shards ofbroken glass in 
the courtyard, billowing ciga- 


rette smoke, and cacophonous 
conversations from revelers 
that lasted past 4 am. 

One Williamsburg res- 
ident told the board’s pub- 
lic safety committee he had 
to hose off the sidewalks in 
front of the bar on Lorimer 
Street to remove the smell 
of urine. 

“If the owner just brought 
people inside at 1 am when 
he is supposed to, this would 
have never happened,” said 
Linell Ajello, who has moved 
her children’s bedrooms away 
from windows facing the 
bar’s courtyard because of 
the noise. 

Metropolitan’s owner did 
not return a call for comment, 
butthe bar’s manager said that 
neighbors are “never happy” 


and have complained about 
noise as early as 10 pm. 

The board’s vote is only 
a recommendation and does 
not mean that the bar will lose 
its license. 

The State Liquor Author- 
ity has the ultimate power to 
grant or renew liquor licenses 
ofbars and restaurants — and 
Metropolitan Bar likely won’t 
face much trouble, consider- 
ing it has no prior violations or 
complaints on file, an agency 
spokesman said. 

But Williamsburg resi- 
dent Sinclair Rankin hopes 
the board’s vote will at least 
send a message to the bar to 
better soundproof its back- 
yard — without necessarily 
tamping down any of the fun 
its customers are having. 

“I could care less if peo- 
ple were making out back 
there,” said Rankin. “You 
can’t hear making out.”

arena crowds for spots. 

“Getting people to take 
mass transit is a good thing,” 
said Richard Goldstein, the 
president of the Carlton Ave- 
nue Block Association. “But 
not having a parking facil- 
ity at the site will exacer- 
bate the parking problem in 
the neighborhood.” 

Neighbors feartheproblem 
will only get worse once the 
19,000-seat arena — the cen- 
terpiece of developer Bruce 
Ratner’s Atlantic Yards mega- 
project — opens for concerts 
and Nets games this fall. 

The arena will only have 
parking spaces for 1,100 cars, 
but an estimated 3,000 cars 
and 80 trucks will visit the 
site before and after basket- 
ball games, according to an 
environmental impact state- 
ment for the project. 

In November, City Coun- 
cil approved a controversial 
plan to sell parking permits to 
neighborhood residents. But 
the proposal stalled in the state 
Senate, where GOP leaders 


say they won’t sign off on the 
program because it amounts 
to a tax on something that has 
always been free.

can better quantify the en- 
vironmental impact and in- 
form the public as soon as 
they happen.” 

Strickland hopes the sen- 
sors will give Gowanus res- 


idents real-time data about 
sewer overflows in what The 
BrooklynPaper has dubbed the 
borough’s “Pungent Sound.” 
But neighbors say the 
high-tech devices — part 
of a $450,000 study of wa- 


ter quality in the city’s sewers 
and harbors — will only re- 
mind them of something they 
know all too well: that the 
Gowanus stinks worse than 
usual whenever it rains. 

“Nothing will change,” 
said Bill Appel, the execu- 
tive director of the Gowanus 
Canal Community Develop- 
ment Corporation. “The only 


way to prevent [pollution in the 
Gowanus] is to create a mod- 
ern sewer system — and that’s 
not going to happen.” 

Roughly 45 million gallons 
ofhousehold sewage drain into 
the 1.8-mile canal each year, 
based on city estimates. 

The city is required by fed- 
eral law to spend $180 million 
to upgrade nearby sewers to re- 


duce the ghastly effluvium by 
a projected 34 percent. But the 
Bloomberg administration is 
under no obligation to spend 
more on a much costlier city- 
wide fix — even though federal 
officials say their $300-$500 
million Superfund cleanup will 
be a waste if the city keeps al- 
lowing sewage to flood the wa- 
terway.

Morgan Avenue, the beloved 
pizza purveyor Roberta’s on 
Moore Street, the youth-in- 
fested McKibbin Lofts, or 
anywhere near McGolrick 
Park — and bike boosters at 
North Brooklyn’s Commu- 
nity Board 1 say that’s unac- 
ceptable. 

“The entire area north of 
McGuinness is both highly 
residential and a far walk 
from the train station and I 
think many people that live in 
that area would love to jump 
on a bike rather than wait for 
the bus,” said CB1 member 
Ryan Kuonen. “It seems like 
a missed opportunity to really 
utilize the bike share in the best 
way for our community.” 

The city announced its 
plans last September to de- 
velop a network of privately 
funded cruising bicycles that 
would allow anyone who pur- 
chases a $100 yearly pass to 
take trips lasting up to 45 min- 
utes on clunky Dutch-style 
bikes. City officials have held 
bike workshops in parks and 
solicited locations for bicycle 
pick-ups and drop-offs from 
the public to foment interest 
in the new project. 

Brooklynites suggested 
thousands of kiosk locations 
throughout the borough, in- 
cluding 100 in East Wil- 
liamsburg and Greenpoint 
east of McGuinness and 17 
near McGolrick Park, where 
the nearest public transpor- 
tation is the temperamental 
B48 bus. 

Department of Transpor- 
tation officials said the pro- 


posed map includes three to 
four times more sites than the 
city is ready to implement, 
and noted that bike share ki- 
osks close to McGolrick Park 
are a possibility.
